Iam now making my fourth 
speech in 48 hours and cannot 
belleve that the public of Mong- 
kong. have any ‘particular desire 
to hear any more of my speeches.

ing my report on the annual in- 
spection and tha,work of the 
year.

Yet 
within.48 hours of coming out of 
the trenches they were sitting 
about in some broken down 
estaminet or dugout, singing these 
old songs. Undoubtedly the ordin- 
cary private soldier was _. the 
backhono of the British Army, and 
the spirit -of these men prevails in 
the Hongkong Volunteer Defence 
Corps to-day” (Applause).

"TRADE BARRIERS 


3 Whatever’ views may be held on 
the wisdom of Britain's departure 
from her traditional Free Trade 
policy, thero will be general agree- 
ment with the Hon. Mr, W. 1E. Bell's 
remarks, at yesterday's meeting of 
the Union Insurance Society of 
Canton that the ideal state would 
be free and unrestricted movement 
of trade, Unhappily, the world at 
large has not yet come to a reutisa- 
tion of this truth, with the result 
that barriers and obstructions are 
to be found on every hand. These 
without doubt conatitute: a gereat 
handicap to trade in general, At 
the moment, there are nu marked 
signs of a lowering of tariffs any- 
where, This, inspite of the fact 
that so long ago as 1926 a mani. 
fusto was issued by leading bankers, 
merchants and manufacturers of 
sixteen ‘different countries, includ- 
ing Britain, stating that there could 
be no recovery from the depression 
until it was realised that trade was 
not war, but a process of exchanye, 
and that if n country’s dealings are 
checked, its power to pay debts 
diminishes and its power to pur. 
from othere is restricted, 


conviction,” said these experts. 
“that the establishment of economic 
freedom is the best hope ‘of restor- 
ing the commerce and credit of the 
world. ; 

It is an dehateable point whether 
Britain's fiseal change will or will 
nol have | any, effect. in lowering 
tariffs elsewhere, There ia obvious- 
Iy a need that these barriers should 


‘Pbe reduced to a minimum, and we 


are not without hope that although 
Britain has changed her methods, 
she will not forget the main ob- 
jective, It has been stiited that the 
power conferred upon the British 
Government by the new tariffs will 
be used to negotiate reductions in 
the duties imposed by other coun- 
tries, after the . possibilities of a 
considerable extension of Empire 
preference hus been fully explored 
at the forthcoming Ottawa Cone 
ference, The impression, given_is 
that if other countries are prepared 
to grapple with the problem and to 
endeavour to remove, us far as pos- 
sible, the stranglehold which tariffs 
hnve hitherto imposed: upon inter- 
nationul trade, they will find Britain 
anxious to meet them along the 
linca of, mutual concessions, The 
task of the Advisory Committco 
will-not be an easy one, for its re- 
commendations will need to be made 
with great care and discrimination, 
ao that, whilst anfoguarding the 


legitimate interests of British 
trade, it shall place no unnecessary 
obstacles In the way of overseas 
debtors discharging their Habilitles 
to Britain in goods. 

Asa leading banking journal haa 
remarked, ‘the change-over from 
Free Trade to Protection is an ex- 
perlment which must be tested at 
every staye by the results obtained, 
Flexibility and a readiness to make 
adjustments wherever they ate 
shown to be necded are essential and 
as Great Britain” probably more 
than any other country is ‘dependent 
for her prosperity upon a.large and 
growing oversens trade, the success 
of the experiment will depend to a 
very large extent upon its influence 
in promoting a greater inter- 
national movement of goods, In the 
past, the example and efforts of 
Britain to checksthe rising tide of 
foreign tariffs have completely fail- 
ed, Time will show whether the 
new methods will prove more ef- 
fective, :

In his 
recent addresses, which hive aty 
tracted much attention, M1, Caillaux 
has dealt iluminatingly with the 
diferent aspects of the world crisis, 
He pointed out that the population 
af Europe hag grown from 100,000,- 
000 in 1870 to 150,000,000, Obvious- 
ly there should be European organi- 
sation. It is useless for each coun. 
try to think of itself as self-contain- 
ed. For the moment M. Cafllaux 
recommends that the  Huropean 
countries should chiefly concern 
themselves with Hurope. That is 
the first thing to do—to build a 
Enropean unity. “Unhappily,” he 
continued, “many furopeansn do not. 
appreciate the necessary of a rap- 
prochement without which the old 
continent’ will fall into chaow’ and 
into barbarism.” There is only one 
method—to come to understanditigs 
in economic matters. There are 
a number of steps which might be 
taken, but they cannot usefully be 
taken by one country alone. -There 
are a number of measures which 
ecognized.to be urgently neces- 
YY. but nobody will take these 
measures separately; everybody 
Must agree to take them simultane- 
ously. The economic division of 
is one of the. principal

Across Africa From 
West to East. 


A British motorist and his wife 
—Mr. and) Mra, R. Nichols, of 
Accra, Gold Coast Colony—are at 
present. endeavouring to crosa the 
African continent from Weat to 
East. Thia ia the first time that 
the journey has been, attempted 
by motor-car, although a motor- 
cyclist recently succeeded in 
getting part-way across, 


Mr. Nichols, who ia Chief 
Government Transport Officer of 
the Gold Coast Colony, is driving 
an 9 hp.Riley with a van body, 
whilat hia wife {8 using a three- 
year-old touring car of the same 
type. For many thousands of 
miles water and petrol 
unobtainable, and ample supplics 
are therefore being carried in the 
trailers attached to both cara. 


The first stage of the journey 
han already been completed, and 
Mr. Nichola has cabled from Lake 
Chad that he and his wife have 
covered 1,700 miles of bush and 
desert tracka in 12 days; there 
hhas been no trouble from over™ 
heating, he says, as had been 
anticipated in view of the heavy 
loads and a temperature of 100 in 
the shade, j 


* From. Accra the two explorers 
passed through the Gold Const 
Colony and Ashanti to Salaga, the 
City of the Thousand Wells, onee 
the biggest slave centre in West 
Africa, and the city from which 


the Queen of Sheba fs supposed to’ 


have purchased her slaves. They 
then traversed the Northern Terri- 
tories to Upper Volta, crosed the 
Niger River into Nigeria, and 
passed through Sokoto and Kano

Messrs, Dodwell & Co,-Ltd,, have 
recently carried out a very interest~ 
ing alteration to thelr steam Inunch,

use with the result that the steam 
plant, ‘more particularly the boiler, 
would shortly need extensive — re- 
pairs, if not complete renewal.

The new machhiery consists of a 
Gardner 4-cylinder, 2-stroke Cold 
Starting’ Diesel. engine, developing 
96 BALP. at 870 wpm.

Electric lighting for thes whole 
launch, and navigation lights, Is 
supplied by Lancashire, Dynamo & 
Crypto 32-volt D.C.’ Generator 
driven off the main shaft, A $2- 
volt Battery is also fitted so that

Opportunity was taken to carry 
out several structural allerations to 
the hull in order to improve the 
uppearance and accommodation.

"ATTACK BY LLO, 
DIRECTOR 


Geneva, Apr. 24. 

Sir Henry Betterton, Minister of 
Labour, ‘who In representing the 
British Government at the Inter- 
national Labour Conference, made 
a spirited and effective counter 
nttnck at yesterday's meeting upon 
M. Albert Thomas, director of the 
International Labour ‘orwanisation, 
for the Intter’s onslayght upon the 
British Government in reapect of 
ita attitude towards international 
Inbeur legislation. 

Ignoring the fact that-most other 
countries have for deeades  pur- 
sued n protectionist policy, M. 
Thomas went out of his way in his 
report severely to criticise Great 
Britain for setting out to solve 
her own industrial problems, 

“Sines when,” asked Sir Henry 
Belterton yesterday, “has self-help 
ceased to be a quality more worthy 


Jot admiration than of blame?” 


Retorting to the director's ob- 
servations that the ‘British have 
little consideration for pure logic, 
Sir Henry declared «that “the Brix 
tish are na nation of realists who 
recognise that we live ina world 
of hard facts which have to be 
faced, and we make no apology for 


A believing that life-is more import- 


ant than logic”. 
Tariffs. 


British action in adopting tariffs 
only brought Great Britain into 
Ine with the fiseal policy of other 
reat industrial nations, and there 
was no justification for the charge 
that the country was any less In- 
terested in raising the conditions 
of Inbour throughout the world or 
in removing the disadvantage of 
competition based on inequality of 
working conditions, 

“Grent Britain.” continued the 
Minister of Labour with fervour,

The Element of Luck.’ 


The Surrey club's proposal to 
place terms on a level, so far os 
the luck of the weather is concern- 
ed, evidently laid itself open to 
Intricate calculations of times and 
cloppages which . might have 
caused more trouble and dispute.

The debate, provided a thrilling 
climax to prélim{nary skirmishes, 
in which two young and promising 
M.P.s, Mr. Robert Bernays, Liberal 
member for North Bristol, and Mr. 
Vyvyan Adams, Conservative _re- 
presentative for West Leeds, had 
lively exchanges. 

Mr. Birrkett and Mr, Adams are 
expresidents of. the Cambridge 
Union and Mr. Bernays waa pre- 
sident ofthe Oxford Union. 

In proposing the Free Trade 
motion Mr, E, C. Peake, of Trinity 
College, said the theory , of Free 


Trade was simple. It was 4 sort 
of economic Darwinism.

the nineteenth century, but, {n the armaments, wo are tho only country 


twentieth, the policy of free im- 
ports had been shipwrecked hy 
economic nationalism. | 

“Workers Versus Natlon.” 

Mr. H. Dawes, also of Trinity, ° 
opposing the motion, satd that 
Protection meant “the workers 
versus the rest of the nation, and 
not the industrialists . versus tho 
bankers.” 

The reason why Britain had be- 
come Protectionist, he declared, 
was because large foreign Iondings | 
suddenly ceased in 1931. : 

Mr. Vyvyan Adams said the 
criterion of success of any fiscal 
system was that it must produce 
the maximum of employment and 
at the same time the highest 
possible standard of life for a 
operatives. 

There was one way thoy might 


balance the Budget, that was’ by a 


more courageous attitude towards 
disarmament. He had not heard 
the Free Traders in the House of 
Commons taking o stand on dia- 
armament, 

“Let us have scientific tariffs 
completely applied,.and we shall 
see & new ora dawn in this country 
which has suffered so much from 
Free Trade,” he conelided. 

“ “Tariffs Are Armaments.” 

Mr. Bernay# was~in—fighting 
modd. 

“Our task,” he said, “Is to go 
out-and capture the markets of tho 
world, and Great Britain should 
take the lead in the return to 
economic sanity.” (Applauso). 

Sir Henry Page Croft said: * 

“Some of us believe that, where- 
as gencral disarmament may be of 
advantage to the world, we do not 
share the view that one country

‘should disarm and others retain: 


‘thelr full atrongth. 
“If It. fs true that tarlifs ore 


in the world that has been de- 
fenceless. When Freo Trade was 
introduced we were the greatest 
manufacturing and export country 
in the world. No longer could we 
clnim to bo. that.” 

Significant Vote. , 

Mr. Norman Birkett dented that 
‘there had been a mandate at tho 
last election for Protection. 

Mr. Lioyd George: had warned 
his followers that Protection might 
be foisted upon the country, and 
Mr. Baldwin only a few days be- 
fore the election said that the 
fundamental fssue was whether the 
electors would entrust the affairs 
of the nation to those who would 
protect their money, food, and 
employment: 

Tho defeat of the motion at tho 
Union debate to-night is regarded 
ng a remarkable victory for Free 
Trade in a Tory stronghold. The 
Conservative movement has enorm- 
ous support in the | constituency, 
while by far the largeat. body of 
opinion in the University is Con- 
servative. .*
